UNION LABEL 
LEAGUE NOTES 


By C. ROY HEINRICHS 


An interesting factor with regard 
to the purchasing of union label 
garments was brought to our at- 
tention this week by a visitor to 
the league’s exhibit. 


A representative of a well-known 
clothing manufacturer, specializing 
in men’s work clothes and chil- 
dren’s wear bearing the union 
label, called at the league office to 
discuss the placing of an exhibit. 
He told us many things about mer- 
chandising methods used in many 
stores in this community. He told 
us that some of the prominent 
stores in town place a small order 
for his products, then have his gar- 
ments duplicated by non-union 
firms, using them as a model for 
styles and materials. Much of this 


across the bay. A great proportion 
of it is done through a firm in El 
Paso, Texas, which has the bulk of 
its labor done by Mexican peons 
across the border. Styles are faith- 
fully copied from the union-made 
models, but materials and labor are 
|of the cheapest. This gives the 
| merchant a much greater profit 
|than he could get by selling 
union-made product. 


Our visitor cited instances where 
the merchant displays the union- 


substitutes the cheaper one when 
making sales, sometimes deceiving 
| the purchaser into believing he has 
purchased the label goods. 


One of the “better class” 
| stores in town, which purports 
| to handle only highest class 
merchandise, is selling this 
Mexican-made product 
consistently, selling it at a 
higher price than the union- 
made goods. 
This is not only an unfair trade 
practice, but a real threat to everv- 
one of us who earns union wages, 


wage structure. 


5 Insist on Union Products 


The only sure way to combat 
| this wage-cutting practice is for all 
|of us to become thoroughly ac 
quainted with the trade name of 
all union-made products, and to 
stubbornly insist on them when 
making purchases. It is high time 


we all became really union label 
conscious.

Facing the Facts

We have long been puzzled about the bitter hostility of the Scripps- 


Howard newspapers toward the American Federation of Labor. This 
newspaper chain is headed by Roy W. Howard. Its staff includes such 
anti-labor columnists as Westbrook Pegler and John T. Flynn, 

Now, at last, we are beginning to discover some inklings of the truth 
behind this mystery. The evidence comes from stories published in the 
last few days in other newspapers. : 
| Under the heading “ROY HOWARD BRANDED CHIEF OF AP- 
PEASERS,” the Philadelphia Record publishes a dispatch from its Wash- 
ington correspondent, Robert S. Allen, saying: 

“Roy W. Howard, head of the Scripps-Howard newspaper chain, today 
was reported to be one of the leading under-cover generals of the ap- 
peasement clique directing the fight against the lend-lease armament 
bill.” 

After naming several other alleged leaders in this movement, the story 
| continues: 

“Howard was described as the ‘master mind’ of the group, directing 
strategy and propaganda by frequent long distance telephone calls from 
his Manhattan offices” 

The story concludes: 

“According to friends, Howard favors an appeasement policy with a 
|‘negotiated peace,’ because he fears that if the war continues it will lead 
|to ‘socialism’ in Britain and the United States. He is said to be greatly 
agitated by the important role that labor leaders are playing in the 
| Churchill government.” 
| THE EVIDENCE ACCUMULATES 

The day after this story was published, the New York Post published 
disclosures that Roy W. Howard had attempted unsuccessfully to bring 
pressure on Wendell Willkie to come out in opposition to the lend-lease 
| bill. This story said: 

“There was an open row in which the publisher threatened to break 
Willkie politically if he gave his approval to the administration bill.” 
| The newspaperman writing this story attempted to obtain a statement 
| or explanation from Howard. “Through a secretary,” he reported, “How- 
ard sent word he would make no comment.” 

From a third source, we get another significant bit of evidence. Ken- 
|neth G. Crawford, Washington correspondent for the New York tabloid 
PM, published this statement in a dispatch on January 29: 

“Mr. Lewis (John L. Lewis) has recently been confined by illness to 
his home in Alexandria, Va., and is planning a Florida vacation to re- 
cuperate. Some of his friends, including Roy W. Howard, the publisher, 
have been trying to persuade Mr. Lewis to make a statement against the 
| aid-to-Britain bill, but he has refused to get into the controversy.” 
| THE INEVITABLE CONCLUSIONS 
|} Now let us put all this evidence together and see what it adds up to. 
|First, we have the unquestioned fact that Mr. Howard is an enemy of 
|the American Federation of Labor, as shown by the vicious editorial 
statements in his newspapers and the expressions of his columnists. 
| Second, we have the statement that Mr. Howard is a “friend” of John L. 
|Lewis. Third, we have the disclosure that Mr. Howard is the “master 
|mind” of the appeasers in this country, undenied by him, and, finally, 
we have the information that Mr. Howard is “greatly agitated” by the 
important role labor leaders are playing in the British government. 

On the basis of this evidence, isn’t it a justifiable conclusion that Mr. 
Howard's enmity toward the American Federation of Labor is caused by 
the patriotic policies of the American Federation of Labor, its support 
of the lend-lease bill, its advocacy of an invincible defense program and 
its opposition to appeasement? 

Isn't it equally likely that Mr. Howard’s friendship for John L. Lewis 
is caused by the fact that the CIO has never officially endorsed the 
policy of aid-to-Britain and, in fact, has done everything possible to op- 


pose and barrass the defense program?

Charges of communist domina- 
tion in strategic defense industries, 
through control of CIO unions in 
those industries, are made in an 
article in the February American 
Mercury by Victor Riesel, labor 
writer. 


Describing the recent strike at 
Vultee Air corporation’s plant in 
Downey, California, as “the first 
skirmish between American de- 
fense effort and the communist ap- 
paratus created here with the con- 
nivance of a foreign dictatorship,” 
Mr. Riesel warned that Stalin’s 
agents are in positions for making 
continuous trouble to delay arms 
| output. 

Mr. Riesel shows that the official 
“party line’ of the communists 
since the outbreak of the war is to 
oppose all national armament. CIO 
communist leaders, he declares, are 
able to promote that line by fo- 
menting labor trouble at this time.

They joined action denouncing 
the government’s national defense 
and security programs, in the bitter 
language which now overflows 
every communist publication, The 
amazing part of it is that the gen- 
eral press ignored the sensational 
story, Here were labor leaders in 
industries vitally integrated with 
the nation’s defense work publicly 
denouncing that work! 


“When the communist press 
warns against ‘collaboration with 
the enemies of the people’ in pro- 
ducing war goods (New Masses, De- 
cember 31), it is in effect calling 
for sabotage of defense efforts. La- 
bor should know that unions in bot- 
tleneck industries are under strong 
influence of people holding such 
views. And the general American 
public should know it. 


“Their interference will boomer- 
ang, unfortunately, on the rest of 
the labor movement. To rid Amer- 
ican trade unionism of this pest, re- 
sponsibility must be divided—labor 
must clean house, and government 
must learn to distinguish between 
the communist bath water and the 
essentially healthy trade union 
baby. Only if both labor and gov- 
ernment recognize the ramifica- 
tions of the problem, will the dan- 
ger of throwing out the baby with 
the bath water be averted.” 


STRIKE BAN MEANS END OF 
UNIONISM, PADWAY ASSERTS 


Laws forbidding strikes ‘would 
mean the end of unionism,” Jo- 
selph A. Padway, chief counsel of 
the American Federation of Labor 
declared in an address vigorously 
opposing passing of any legislation 
outlawing strikes as a “defense 
measure.” 


Padway praised voluntary agree- 
ments in which labor unions agree 
to accept arbitration in settlement | 
of disputes. “Labor is willing to | 
police its own organization,” he 
said, “but will fight against legis- | 
lation forbidding strikes.” He spoke | 
before the Columbus _ university 
chapter of Sigma Delta Kappa, a 
legal fraternity 

The A. F. of L. council said that 
the nature of federal arbitration is | 
generally misunderstood. 


“Government arbitrators and con-| 
ciliators do not arbitrate or concil-{ 
iate,” he declared. “They just try 
to keep employers and employes in | 
the same room until one side gets 
tired out and gives in.” 

He said he saw no danger of seri- | 
inflation from rising labor | 
costs. 

“If there is any danger at all, it 
is from government expenditures.”

The conciliation service of the 
U. S. department of labor disposed 
of 230 strikes, threatened strikes, 
lock-outs, and controversies, in- 
volving 190,732 workers in Decem- 
ber, Secretary of Labor Perkins 
reported. 

The facilities of the service were 
used in 27 major industrial fields, 
such as building trades, and the 
manufactures of foods, iron and

The pardon of Benson and the 
parole of the three other miners 
represent a great victory for organ- 
ized labor. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor at the recent New 
Orleans convention adopted a reso- 
lution urging the release of the 
four men. The resolution charged 
that they were imprisoned “solely 
because they dared to organize to 


picket in Harlan county, Ken- 
tucky.”

Weyler, secretary-treasurer of the 
Kentucky State Federation of La- 
bor, expressing the gratification of 
the A. F. of L. and suggesting that 
the appreciation of the A. F. of L.

ANTI-STRIKE 
BILLS OPPOSED 
BY BUSINESSMEN 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Against Proposals to Coerce 
Workers and Management 


Taking the definite position that 
federal anti-strike legislation would 
not only prove “ineffective” but 
likewise “deny fundamental rights 
to our citizens,” the committee on 
manufacture of the United States 
chamber of commerce submitted in 
a formal report expressed opposi- 
tion to such legislation. 

The chamber’s committee stated 
the following conclusions: 

“Public policy is opposed to in- 
terference with defense. 

“The interrelation of businesses 
makes it next to impossible to draw 
a line between defense and non- 
defense industries. 

“The national chamber be- 
lieves that anti-strike laws will 
prove ineffective and that they 
will deny fundamental rights 
to our citizens. The chamber 
further believes that public in- 
terest will be best served by 
voluntary co-operation. 

“To this end the chamber en- 
lists the support of its member or- 
ganizations in urging all employers 
to develop plans with their em- 
ployes designed to promote the 
amicable and prompt adjustment of 
labor disputes which may arise; 
and, should these internal plans 
fail, recommends that existing con- 
ciliatory services now available be 


enlisted and used to facilitate 
prompt settlement of such dis- 
putes.” 

The chamber’s report indicated 


that there is no need of additional 
federal legislation 
industrial relations. 
“In this connection,’ continued 
the report, “we refer to legislation 
of the ‘anti-strike’ variety. Despite 


the occurrence of isolated instances | 


of labor disagreements which ap- 
pear to have received undue prom- 
inence in the press, there is every 
evidence of an increasing deter- 
mination on the part of both man- 
agement and workers to 
voluntary methods for the adjust- 
ment of labor difficulties.”
